W’heeler-Brookhart investigating com­ 
m ittee in Wasmngton, in which Re­ 
mus testified be had given the late 
Jesse Smith huge sums of money for 
liquor permits and “protection.” 
“The Daugherty gang” is charged

this new move oi Remus and the vice 
presidential candidate calls upon the 
president to oust from ofiice “the re­ 
m ainder cl the Ohio crowd.” 
W heeler 
charges 
in 
a statem ent 
that the Remus affidavit confessing 
perjury before the investigating com 
inittee was “forced” from 
him 
by 
Warden Sartain of the penitentiary. 
Remus lias served seven m onths of 
ins two-year sentence in Atlanta for 
violation of prohibition laws. 
Remus declared that his testimony 
was given at the insistence of Harry 
Sterns, attorney for 
the 
senatorial 
committee, who promised him tree- 
dom as a reward. 
Sterns visited him 
a t the Atlanta penitentiary on May 
IO, Remus swore, and declared 
he 
aud the 
W’heeler-Brookhart com m it­ 
tee were out to “get” Attorney Gen­ 
eral Harry JVI. Daugherty and that lf 
he, Remus, would give damaging tes­ 
timony, freedom would be given him. 
W heeler 
said: 
“George 
Remus 
wired to the committee on more than 
one occasion asking that he be called 
bere and he told part of his story of 
how lie gave money to Jesse Smith. 
Mrs. Remus produced checks which 
she told Senator Brookh&rt

President Coolidge urged 
his hearers to practice the “simple, 
homely, elemental virtues of industry, 
thrift, loyalty, common sense, faith 
and the Golden Rule before turning 
to political quackery 
and 
panaceas 
for social and economic evils.”

need

citizens of the country to a realiza 
lion of tho “power within ourselves.” 
The virtues he named. Mr. Coolidge 
said, “aie fundamental and always 
work. 
Before we conclude that the 
Ucnos are altogether out of joint, that 
all our institutions have proven a fail­ 
ure, that we must have an entire new 
order of things, we ought to be cer­ 
tain that we have fully availed our­ 
selves of the advantage of the ob­ 
servance of these simple virtues.

Kleinbell brought suit to annul rho 
marriage, claiming his daughter was 
only 14 when she eloped with I ll I ton 
to Circleville, where they were m ar­ 
ried without his consent. 
The court rn 
opinion in effect means that couples 
over 12 years of age could be married, 
even by common law, in Ohio, and 
parents could not annul toe cerem ony 
unless either of the parties would 
consent to the annulment.

Washington, Aug. 30.—Major General 
John L. Hines, who will succeed Gen­
